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Non-Technical Design 


HEN one considers all the various influences which affect the design 

of a motor car—and more particularly those which are completely 

dissociated from engineering—it is almost surprising that cars can be 
built at all. 

A glance at the models of each car-producing country does seem to indicate 
that the customers have a surprising similarity of taste, and that all wish 
to perform approximately the same duties with similar loads. For example, 
to anyone but an expert or an American, the products of Detroit are identical 
in their essentials, like a battery of prefabricated houses; only the door 
knockers, paintwork, blinds and television aerials express the tastes of the 
owners. And all American families, it appears, must number six. 

Then, do 90 per cent of Italian motorists really prefer Fiats, good sensible 
vehicles that they are? Do all Frenchmen have an aversion to a large car?— 
we know that “ Fifty Million (of them) can’t be wrong.” Have large sections 
of sturdy Western Germans a longing to pack themselves and their families 
into tiny, two-stroke powered boxes? 

No, these apparent predilections result from powerful outside influences. 
In England either we suffer or benefit from them, under their names of law 
and taxation. These are the two which through the years have annihilated 
steam coaches, restricted cars to 4 m.p.h., insisted on four wheel brakes, given 
us long-stroke engines, brought in safety-glass screens. Today, according to 
nationality, cars may suffer under a burden of purchase, property or road 
taxation; they may be built with the accent on economy, or not, according 
to the extent of fuel taxes; they are small to suit income-tax returns, or are 
restricted in size by law and tax together. We have seen the people’s car 
(now de-nationalized) and a near monopoly in Italy (with no detriment to 
the products), but as yet no nationalized single model, even in a Communist 
state. 

In some countries speeds are limited at all times. Recently, and sensibly, 
European cars have been deprived of forward-facing spikes and sharp edges, 
while the legal requirements concerning the positioning of lamps affect their 


styling. 


Legal Suasion 


HAPPILY ENGLAND, which has a fair share of regulations and an over- 
burden of taxation of all kinds, still manages to produce a greater variety of 
models from a larger number of individual manufacturers than any other 
nation; it is to be hoped that this state of affairs will continue. There seems 
to be no reason why it should not, provided there are no harmful new 
restrictions, and the manufacturers plan well. 

So far, no authority has managed to keep cars entirely on their correct 
side of a road, nor make their bumper heights coincide, nor prevent them 
dazzling each other at night. Unhappily the absence of international co- 
operation in the past has left a legacy of expensive anomalies, from left- and 
right-hand driving down to screw threads that will not fit each other. 

It is very late—but not too late—to make a plea for more international 
standardization, and taxation and legislation that is technically intelligent as 


well as nationally expedient.

New Aston Martin DB 4 


PINIONS on the value of racing 
for furthering the design of pas- 
senger cars will probably never be 

reconciled. When the products which are 
raced bear such a close resemblance to 
those which can be bought by the public, 
as do those of Aston Martin, only the 
most biased can deny the value of racing 
in improving the breed. It should be no 
surprise, therefore, that a new four-seater 
sports car from this famous firm should 
be based on an engine which first appeared 
in experimental form in some of last year’s 
races, and that its front suspension is 
founded on a design which has also been 
race-proved. 

This new and exciting car—an addi- 
tional model—which is certainly in the top 
grade of Gran Turismo cars, should prove 
to have a performance equal to most of 
the exotic Continental cars in this cate- 
gory and, of equal importance, it will be 
marketed at a price competitive with 
them. Basic price of the car—produced 
in saloon form only—is £2,650, which, 
with purchase tax, makes the selling price 


in the U.K. £3,976 7s. No performance 
details have been released by the com- 
pany other than that the car can 
accelerate from 0-100 m.p.h. and be 
brought to rest again in less than 30sec, 
and an estimate that its maximum , 
is in excess of 140 m.p.h. It is a four- 
seater, with good luggage accommodation 
suitable for long-distance touring; it has 
almost precisely the same weight as the 
saloon version of the DB Mark ITI, which 
continues in production, and the overall 
height is 3in less than that model. 

The engine is a direct development from 
the DBR2/370 unit, which made its race 
début at Le Mans in 1957. With a bore 
and stroke of 92mm (3,670 c.c.) and a 
compression ratio of 8.2 to 1, it develops 
240 b.h.p. at 5,500 r.p.m. as installed in 
the car. The chassis frame is of the plat- 
form type, wishbones and coil springs are 
used for the front suspension, and Dunlop 
disc brakes are fitted. 

The body was styled by Carrozzeria 
Touring, the famous Milanese coach- 
builders controlled by Ponzoni, with 


detail changes made by Aston Martin. Its 
name, Superleggera (super lightweight), is 
the trade mark of this firm’s particular type 
of body construction, a licence for which 
has been granted to Aston Martin, and 
they will manufacture them in their Tick- 
ford Works at Newport Pagnell. 

In the early days Touring held a licence 
for construction of the British Weymann 
fabric-type bodies which were very popu- 
lar in the twenties and "thirties because of 
their light weight. When this style of 
body went out of fashion, Ponzoni looked 
round for a more serviceable substitute, 
at the same time retaining the lightweight 
virtues of the Weymann principles. The 
firm were also making aircraft wings and 
fuselages, and this inspired him. 

Welded to the main platform structure 
of the chassis is a superstructure of light 
gauge, small diameter steel tubes which 
are welded together, and to which such 
items as the screen, rear window frames 
and angle sections for door hinges are 
attached. This skeleton structure is 
covered by the light alloy body panels,

which are clinched round angle plates 
welded to the members, with interposed 
graphited pads. 

One of the advantages of the platform 
type of chassis is that a low seating posi- 
tion can be achieved without the use of 
deep body sills, and this feature is imme- 
diately apparent on the DB 4. There is 
a wide door on each side and entry to 
the rear seats is easy, for the back rests 
of the two front seats hinge forward, and 
there is adequate head room. Reutter 
seats with reclinable backs are a standard 
fitting, and at the rear there is a full- 
width seat, which is partitioned in the 
middle by the intrusion of the propeller- 
shaft tunnel and has a fixed, padded arm- 
rest at each side. 

The lines of the body are unmistakably 
Italian, and yet front end treatment is 
equally unmistakably Aston Martin. The 
windscreen has a pronounced rake which, 
in conjunction with a panoramic screen 
and sloping pillars of slim proportions, 
result in excellent all-round vision. Door 
windows are frameless, sealing against 
rubber mouldings on the body, and they 
are in one piece—another example of the 
trend towards discarding the front venti- 
lating panel. The rear passengers’ side 
windows are hinged at their leading edges 
for ventilation purposes. 

The roof sweeps into the tail in an 
unbroken line, and the rear window 
could be more accurately described as a 
roof light; beneath this window is a very 
wide parcel shelf covering the space occu- 
pied by the 19-gallon fuel tank. Fuel is 
fed to the carburettors by twin S.U. elec- 
tric pumps, one operating the reserve 
supply of 3 gallons. The filler is high up 
on the right side and covered by a flush 
lid which is opened by a pull-out control 
from the interior of the car. 


the hump covering the clutch and the gear 
box, which is the latest David Brown de- 


sign introduced at the Motor Show last 
year; it has synchromesh of the baulk 
ring type on all four forward ratios, and 
the remote control lever is mounted cen- 
trally at the rear of the box.

comfort is of paramount importance, and 
in addition to a wide range of seat adjust- 
ment fore and aft and in tilt of the back 
rest, the steering wheel has two positions 
of fore and aft adjustment, and the angle 
of the column also is adjustable. A com- 
prehensive heating (34 kilowatt capacity) 
and ventilating system is standard equip- 
ment. There is a central control in the 
middle of the facia, and an overriding 
control on the driver’s and passenger’s 
sides to balance the quantity and direction 
of air flow as required. 

Having its fuel tank placed between the 
rear seat and luggage locker, the DB 4 is 
deprived of the long-load capacity of the 
DB Mark III (which has a folding rear 
seat squab). The lid of the luggage com- 
partment opens to floor level, and there 
are no impedances. The battery, for which 
there is a master switch, is placed 
behind a panel in the wing recess on the 
right side, and a similar compartment on 
the left houses the tools in a moulded 
rubber container. The spare wheel is 
carried beneath the boot floor in a 
separate container, claimed to be water- 
and dirt-proof. 

As in all platform types of frame, the 
floor panels are an integral part of the 
structure, as are the scuttle, rear seat pan 
and wing arches. Forward of the scuttle, 
box section members at each side ter- 
minate in a cross-member of similar form 
for the attachment of the front suspen- 
sion. There is also a vertical member at 
this point, braced into forward-facing 
arms which form the front wing valances. 
The body sills form the main frame side- 
members in the centre section, and brac- 
ing these at about midpoint of the door 
opening is a substantial, box section 
cross-member with a depth of approxi- 
mately half that of the sills. The top 
section of this member is flush with the 
flat floor of the driving compartment; 
rearwards the floor is level with its lower 
face, and forms a foot well for the rear 
passengers. Welded joints are used 
throughout on this frame, which is 
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fabricated in the Aston Martin factory. 

In the case of right-hand drive cars the 
engine is installed offset to the left of the 
chassis centre line, and vice versa. 
Valve gear of the engine follows estab- 
lished Aston Martin practice. Twin 
overhead camshafts operate the valves 
direct through inverted hardened steel 
tappets; there are no shims between the 
tappet and valve stem, the necessary 
clearance being obtained by grinding the 
end of the stem. The head is an alu- 
minium alloy casting with segmental 
spherical combustion chambers, the 
valves having an included angle of 80 deg. 
There are seat inserts for all valves and 
the exhaust valve guides are in direct con- 
tact with the coolant water. The cam- 
shafts are chain-driven in two stages, with 
manually adjust- 
able jockey — 
sprockets. 

An auxiliary chain 
drives the Hobourn 
Eaton oil pump 
(mounted extern- 
ally on the crank- 
case) and this drive 
has a_ hydraulic 
chain tensioner 
with a moulded 
rubber _ slipper, 
manufactured by 
Renold Chains.

is conveniently placed for servicing.

faced), and one twin-segment oil control 
ring, all above the gudgeon pin which is 
fully floating and is located by circlips. 
Twin exhaust systems, passing to two tail 
pipes via a common silencer, are standard 
equipment, although not shown in the 
photograph on page 457: yet the car is 
claimed to be quieter than the Mark III. 

The radiator is of the cross-flow type, 
fed by a tank of circular section mounted 
midway along the engine compartment on 
the exhaust side. 

Until the introduction of the experi- 
mental type of wishbone suspension tried 
on last year’s racing cars, all post-war 
Aston Martins have featured the Porsche 
type of trailing arm front suspension. 
Such a design is very good for compara- 
tively small wheel movements, which can 
be accommodated with short arms. 
Larger wheel movements can be arranged 
with longer arms, but of necessity this 
involves an increase in the unsprung 
weight to obtain the desired rigidity; this 
is the main reason for adopting the wish- 
bone layout on this car. 

It is an orthodox system, with short 
upper arms and longer lower ones, and a 
steeply inclined telescopic damper sur- 
rounded by a coil spring attached to the 
lower arm. The wheels swivel on ball 
joints at top and bottom. Forgings are 
used for both arms; the upper two-piece 
unit is bolted to the swivel bearing hous- 
ing at its outer end, with interposed shim 
plates for caster adjustment. The front 
arm of the lower wishbone, a one-piece 
forging, carries the bottom abutment for 
the damper, the swivel joint, and a lug for 
attachment of the forward placed anti-roll 
bar. Completing the triangular form of 
the wishbone is a tubular, rearward-facing 
arm welded to the forging, and it forms a 
wide base for absorbing brake torque. 

Steering is by rack and pinion, the rack 


being connected to a forward-facing 
steering arm on each king pin post by 
a single track rod at each side. The 
tube connecting the pinion with the 
steering wheel incorporates a_ single 
universal joint. This mechanism is said to 
give noticeably lighter steering than that 
of the Mark III. 

A Salisbury hypoid axle of the same 
basic type as on the DB Mark III is used 
at the rear, but there are two very im- 
portant differences in its location. A 
Watts linkage is preferred to a Panhard 
rod for transverse location; it provides a 
true vertical movement of the axle. 
swinging arm of this linkage is attached 
to a cast aluminium rear cover of the 
banjo casing. Fore and aft location of 
the axle is by two parallel tubular arms 
at each side, and the suspension springs 
are coils; but whereas on the DB Mark 
III they are placed forward of the axle, 
on the DB 4 they are situated behind, in 
a saddle pressing welded to the axle cas- 
ing. By so positioning them, each spring 
is put in compression when absorbing

FOR 1959 the saloon and drop-head 
models of the DB Mark III continue in 
the form introduced at last year’s Earls 
Court show.

super Snipe Re-Introduced 


OR many years a Super Snipe fea- 

tured in the Humber range. At 

first it complemented the Snipe, 
when that model was marketed, and in 
later times it held a similar position in 
relation to the Hawk. There has been 
a gap in this tradition since the previous 
series went out of production in Sep- 
tember 1957. The status quo has now 
been restored by the introduction of a 
new series Super Snipe, which is powered 
by an engine of entirely new design, and 
has a three-speed gear box as standard 
equipment, with overdrive optionally 
available on intermediate and top gears. 
Borg-Warner automatic transmission can 
also be supplied. 

Introduction of this new luxury car 
represents an important change of policy. 
Earlier Super Snipes were completely 
different models from the Hawks of the 
same period; they were almost lft longer 
in the wheelbase, and the six-cylinder 
engine had a capacity of 4,139 c.c. com- 
pared with the 2,267 c.c. of the Hawk. 
The latest Super Snipe uses the same 
unitary construction body shell as the 
current Hawk, retaining also the wheel- 
base and track, and the new engine has 
a capacity of 2,651 c.c. 

Two conclusions can be drawn from 
this. With modern full-width body 
styling, a body offering the seating capa- 
city of the Hawk and Super Snipe is 
all that the majority of European owners 
require to carry six people; and the cost 
of modern tooling is uneconomical for 


a comparatively small market, where a 
larger car would be of value only for the 
prestige which attaches to its owner. 

For many years the design of Rootes 
engines has been rather conservative; 
only fairly recently they abandoned the 
side-valve unit and adopted the bath-tub 
type of combustion chamber with in-line 
valves for their range of cars. The new 
six-cylinder engine is of square propor- 
tions, with a bore and stroke of 3.2Sin 
(82.55mm), and the combustion chamber 
is of segmental spherical form, with 
opposed valves having an included angle 
of 63 deg. Induction is on the right side 
of the engine and the exhaust on the 
left, which permits greater freedom in 
port design. 

The valves are operated by push rods 
and rockers from a single camshaft 
mounted high on the inlet side of the 
cylinder block. This arrangement re- 
quires that the bucket-type tappets (which 
operate directly in the cylinder casting) 
have a relatively steep inward inclination. 
There are separate shafts for the inlet 
and exhaust valve rockers, which are of 
cast iron. These shafts are carried in 
seven aluminium pedestals, which com- 
pensate for expansion under operating 
conditions. By the use of twin rocker 
shafts the push rods need to be offset 
only slightly from the axis of the tappet 
bores, so minimizing side loading. The 
camshaft is driven by a jin pitch 
duplex roller chain, and is tensioned by 
a Renold hydraulically controlled slipper

which has a hard rubber contact face. 

Much attention has been paid to 
valve gear rigidity. The camshaft has 
four bearings and, between them, the 
diameter of the shaft is only slightly less 
than the base circle of the cams. It 
operates in an enclosed tunnel which 
forms a full-length oil-bath. Single 
springs are used for each valve, and the 
top collar of each inlet valve has an “O” 
ring to prevent oil escaping down the 
guides. 

With this valve layout, used in con- 
junction with push rods and rockers, it 
is not easy to locate the sparking plug 
and effectively seal it against water and 
oil. Surrounding each plug is a light gauge 
tube pressed into a machined bore of the 
cylinder head, which is made of cast iron. 
The top of each tube passes through a 
hole in the pressed steel cover, and is 
sealed with a round section rubber ring 
attached to the cover. To carry the high 
tension lead to the plug, an insulated 
sleeve with a rubber surround fits inside 
this tube. The plugs are thus effectively

The reversion to a three-speed gear box is somewhat sur- 
prising; the unit is of completely new design with synchromesh 
on the forward ratios. On top and intermediate this is of the 
baulk ring type; on first gear a constant load type of synchro- 
mesh is used, and all forward gears are constant mesh, with 
single helical teeth. The casing is of cast iron. 

A Laycock de Normanville overdrive can be fitted for an 
extra basic cost of £50. It is operative on intermediate and 
top gears, and its effect is shown graphically in the accom- 
panying diagram relating road and engine speed in the gears. 

When the overdrive is fitted there is an inhibitor switch 
which operates in conjunction with the accelerator pedal and 
prevents changes in and out of overdrive on a closed throttle, 
to ensure smooth changes. Control of the manual box is by 
means of a lever mounted on the left-hand side of the column. 
First and reverse are in the upper plane of the gate, with 
intermediate (which has a maximum speed of about 55 m.p.h.) 
and top in the lower plane. 

Borg-Warner automatic transmission, adding £115 to basic 
price, can be fitted; it is equipped with an intermediate gear 
hold in addition to the usual fully automatic, emergency low 
and park lock positions. 

Brakes are different from those of the Hawk, being of Girling 
design and manufacture, and provided with vacuum-servo 
assistance; front and rear drums are llin dia, and the width 
of the lining of all shoes is 2}in. They are of the two-trailing 
shoe type to combat fade. 

Front suspension is basically the same as that of the Hawk, 
having forged steel lower wishbones bridged by a pressing for 
the coil spring (inside which is the telescopic damper) and short 
upper wishbones. The suspension is arranged to have con- 
siderable trail, and the three-piece track rod is situated 
behind the engine. Hardened steel, screw-thread type bearings 
are used at all the wishbone pivots, and there is an

Power-assisted steering is optionally 
available on all Super Snipe models; 
when it is fitted no change is made in 
the steering gear ratio. Hydraulic power 
is supplied from a Hobourn Eaton pump 
belt-driven from the front end of the 
crankshaft. This system is made by 
Hydro-Steer, Ltd., an associated company 
of Cam Gears, Ltd., and is of the open- 
centre type, in which the oil circulates 
freely until a pre-determined load is 
applied to the steering wheel. Assistance 
to the steering is applied through a jack 
which connects to the drop arm of the 
steering box and replaces the rod and 
idling lever of the standard layout; its 
reaction point is taken against the chassis 
frame. The degree of assistance is 
directly proportional to the amount of 
effort applied at the steering wheel. 

For the three alternative types of gear 
box there is a common rear axle ee 
a ratio of 4.55 to 1. It is of the hypo 
type, and is mounted on semi-c | ec 
springs which embody an auxiliary leaf 
for full loading conditions. In the estate 
car, referred to later, the rear springs are 
stiffer than those fitted to the saloon; the 
dampers are the same but have different 
valve settings 

Compared with the 6.00, 6.40-15in tyre 
sizes fitted to the Hawk, the section for 
the Super Snipe has been increased to 
6.70in. On the saloon the casings are 
4-ply, but 6-ply is used for the estate car 

Interior appointments of both Humber 
models—the Hawk and the Super Snipe— 
have much in common. Both are 
trimmed in leather, and bench-type seats 
with a dividing arm-rest are standard 
equipment, but Reutter individual front 
seats with adjustable back-rests can be 
supplied at extra cost.

finished in burr walnut veneer. 

In the rear passenger compartment of 
the Super Snipe, twin folding tables are 
built into the backs of the front seat 
squabs, and two ashtrays and a cigar 
lighter are mounted between them. As 
with the Hawk, the Super Snipe can also 
be supplied to limousine s tion, in 
which the front and rear passenger com- 
partments are sepafated by a fold-away 
glass partition. In this version an addi- 
tional heater is provided for the rear 
passengers, and there is an ashtray and 
cigar lighter recessed into each of the 
rear door arm-rests. 

The estate version of the Super Snipe 
is identical internally with that of the 
Hawk. The back light hinges upwards 
and the lower half of the gate swings 
downwards, increasing the loading capa- 
city of the rear compartment by I7in. 
With the rear seat folded down to floor 
level, this model has a load space of 
56 cu ft, and a useful refinement is the 
fitting of skid rails on the platform floor. 

Externally the 1959 models of the 
Hawk remain as last year; the distinguish- 
ing feature of the new Super Snipe is a 
different front grille, in which the open- 
ing is shallower, and a thick chromium 
surround blends into fluted styling strips 
on the sides of the front wings. 

The new Super Snipe costs approxi- 
mately £150 more in basic price than the 
equivalent Hawk model. Pe vith the 
additional internal refinements, and the 
greater smoothness and enhanced per- 
formance which the six-cylinder engine 
will provide, it could be a serious com- 
petitor to the Hawk. Prices of the Hawk 
saloon and limousine are unchanged, but 
the basic price of the estate car has been 
increased by £20.

ROM the early days of the motorcar there has always 
been a demand for a large, comfortable vehicle in 
which the occupants can cover long distances in restful 
spaciousness. Coupled with this requirement is one for a 
car in which the appearance and general appointments are 
of an imposing and dignified nature. In many cases, in 
addition to these requirements, the car has to be suitable 
for domestic purposes. Introduced two years ago, the Prin- 
cess IV—a B.M.C. descendant of the large Austin Sheerline 
and Princess saloons and limousines—is intended to meet 
such a specification. 

The chassis is manufactured at Longbridge by the Austin 
Motor Company, and the body built by the coachbuilders, 
Vanden Plas of London, this firm being part of the British 
Motor Corporation. The car is nearly 17ft long, and weighs 
just over two tons. The transmission is the Hydramatic 
system developed by General Motors; in addition to full 
automatic operation, it makes provision for overriding con- 
trol by the driver whenever required. 

Power assistance for the steering is given by a Girling 
unit which employs an hydraulic actuating cylinder ener- 
gized by a pump, belt-driven from the crankshaft pulley.

Both automatic transmission and power steering are features 
which are highly desirable on a car of this calibre—one 
which is likely to spend as much of its life in city traffic as 
on the open road. 

The 4-litre engine produces its power efficiently and, as 
well as providing excellent acceleration, gives the car a 
high maximum speed. A manual choke control is fitted 
beneath the facia, but its use is required for only a few 
seconds after the engine has fired. The car can be driven 
straight off after a cold overnight start without hesitation; 
it accelerates rapidly, and the tick-over is reasonably quiet. 
Two vibration periods are felt, one at approximately 
40 m.p.h. and the other in the region of 70 m.p.h. 

Road conditions naturally dictate the cruising speed on 
most occasions but, given the opportunity, the Princess can 
cover the ground very easily at a steady 75-80 m.p.h. gait. 
Fuel consumption is on the heavy side, even for a 4-litre unit 
fitted with twin carburettors, and propelling a body shape 
which is not particularly windcheating; a 17-gallon fuel 
tank gives the car a safe range of about 200 miles. Unlike 
those on other Austin saloons, the carburettors are fed by 
an electric fuel pump, in this case an S.U. high pressure 
unit. 

Placed on the left of the steering column housing and 
immediately beneath the wheel, the selector lever for the 
automatic transmission has five positions. “N” or Neutral 
is the starting position, “4” provides the normal driving 
range and for most conditions the lever need not then be 
moved. The car will start from rest in first gear and then 
change to second and third almost imperceptibly, selecting 
top gear at approximately 20 m.p.h. if the engine is acceler- 
ated lightly. At full throttle, the change from third to top 
occurs at 51-52 m.p.h. If the lever is left in position “4”, 
the gear box will change up and down automatically 
according to speed and load. A kick-down switch is coupled 
to the throttle linkage, and if this is put into operation by 
full depression of the pedal, provided the road speed is 
between 5 and 50 m.p.h. the third ratio will be selected 
automatically and held until the maximum speed in that gear 
is reached. 

Position “3” selects the three lower ratios; third gear is 
held up to its maximum of 53 m.p.h., when top comes in

automatically. This range is useful for providing extra 
acceleration quickly, without the need to kick down. Range 
“2” provides a maximum of 36 m.p.h. and, incidentally, 
gives extra engine braking in mountainous country and in 
winter conditions. 

If reverse is selected and the engine switched off, a park- 
ing lock is applied; this may be used to supplement the 
hand brake if the car is parked on a gradient. The gear 
box is quiet, and there is no “creep” when the car is 
stationary with the engine running and a gear selected. All 
changes up and down are made smoothly except if 
second gear is selected by kick-down, when there is an 
abrupt surge of acceleration. Advantages of such an auto- 
matic transmission are apparent when a car of this size is 
driven in traffic; the driver is free to concentrate his atten- 
tion entirely on picking his way. 

There is no hesitation when full throttle acceleration is 
used; kick-down is not always instantaneous but the gear 
selector lever can be used to ensure immediate low ratio 
acceleration, and the changes themselves are made very 
quickly. There was little evidence of slip when the car was 
restarted on a | in 3 gradient. 

So long as the engine is running and operating the hy- 
draulic pump, power assistance is available for steering. It 
has the effect of making the steering lighter than, for example, 
that of the current Austin A.95 saloon, though the driver is 
still conscious of exerting pressure to turn the wheel. It 
was felt that with the degree of power assistance provided, 
the number of turns from lock to lock could be reduced from 
3.5 to perhaps 3. 

The car oversteers when cornering fast, and at speed on 
long continuous bends there is a feeling that the back end of 
the car wishes to take charge. There is a definite self- 
centering action, and if at any time the hydraulic system 
should become faulty, full mechanical control is retained. 
The Princess is commendably roll-free on corners. The long 
wheelbase gives freedom from pitching on wavy surfaces, 
and on indifferent minor roads the poe te of the occupants 
is still satisfactory. 

Seat comfort is quite luxurious; the cushions are very 
deep, and long enough to give excellent support under the

thighs. The back rests of the front seats, which are inde- 
pendently adjustable, are set at an angle which provides 
support for the whole length of the spine, and a driver 
is firmly supported at shoulder level without having a feel- 
ing of being too far from the controls. The steering wheel 
is adjustable for reach on its column. 

A folding armrest is fitted on the inner side of each front 
squab; when these are stowed away there is room for three 
persons abreast in the front compartment. The seats hold 
passengers well when the car is cornered quickly, and the 
door interior fittings are so placed that they do not catch 
one’s legs. Head room for rear-seat passengers is good, 
and there is ample leg space for six-foot passengers in the 
rear compartment. 

Although the driving seat is of such height that only a 
tall person can see the top edge of the left side front wing, 
visibility from it is otherwise satisfactory, and after a few 
miles’ experience the driver can take the car through heavy 
traffic and narrow lanes with confidence as to position and 
clearances. Wing mirrors would be an advantage, as the 
rearward view through the interior mirror is restricted by 
the angle of the rear window. The throttle and wide brake 
pedal are set at a comfortable angle. 

More pressure is required on the brake pedal than normal 






















































































with a servo-assisted system, and stops from high speed 
called for driver-effort almost equal to that which is usual 
in a non-servo brake system. After several stops in quick 
succession from 70 m.p.h., there was juddering from the 
front brakes and the pedal travel increased appreciably; as 
soon as the brakes cooled, the travel returned to normal. 
At slow speeds, in manceuvring and in traffic, there is a slight 
delay in brake functioning, followed by a rather fierce grip; 
thus great care is needed to stop smoothly and without nose- 
dip. 

The hand brake is capable of holding the car in neutral 
on a l in 3 gradient; its actuating lever is placed beneath 
the facia to the left of the steering column, and is reached 
by leaning forward slightly. 

Although the car is comparatively quiet up to 55 m.p.h., 
above that speed wind noise becomes obtrusive, being 
aggravated if the ventilating panels of the front windows are 
open. When the windows are lowered, a hum from the big 
section tyres becomes apparent, and tyre scrub can be heard 
on sharp corners. Driving on the infrequent sunny days 
during the test was made more pleasant by the sliding-roof 
panel over the front compartment; it did not rattle either 
in the open or closed position, and was entirely leakproof. 

Head lamps fitted to the Princess proved adequate for 
high-speed driving at night. The dip beam, brought in by 
a foot switch, reached sufficiently far ahead to pick up 
cyclists without requiring the car to be slowed appreciably; 
at the same time it did not annoy oncoming traffic. Twin 
fog lamps are inset in the front panels; these were inaccur- 
ately set on the test car. Two-speed, self-parking wipers 
clean almost the whole of the screen; they are supplemented

by an electrically operated screen washer which is standard 
equipment. 

Interior fittings of the bodywork are in keeping with the 
character of the car, although there are one or two points 
which can bear criticism. There is no cigarette lighter; 
and the large lid of the glove locker on the left of the facia 
hinges down too far; it would serve as a table were it held 
horizontal. The supporting arms for the lid move through 
cut holes in the lining material which are not trimmed 
in any way. 

Twin sun vizors are supplied; these fit flush with the 
roof lining when not in use, and the left side one has a large 
vanity mirror. 

A quick action lever—always a welcome fitting—operates 
the driver’s window. 

Main switches are located in a row at the bottom of the 
facia, with the ignition switch in the middic; a separate 
starter button is used. On the extreme right of the facia 
are the screen wash and interior light switches. A courtesy 
light comes on when a door is opened; on the test car there 
was a fault in the circuit, as the light tended to switch on 
and off when the car was moving. Panel lighting is con- 
trolled by a rheostat switch, and there is no reflection in 
the screen, as the two main dials are deeply inset in the 
veneer facia. A door pocket is provided on each side 
of the front compartment, and there is a very large shelf 
behind the rear seat; there are in addition pockets for maps 
or papers in the backs of the front seats, but they close 
too tightly for easy use. 

The standard form of heating and demisting is efficient, 
although, because of the large interior area of the car, it 
is some time before the warm flow of air reaches rear seat 
passengers. Four demister vents are fitted in the wind- 
screen rail; only the centre pair have a noticeable effect on 
a misted-up screen. The blower unit is powerful without 
being noisy. Fresh air is drawn in through an aperture 
immediately in front of the windscreen. 

Generous luggage accommodation is essential in a car 
of this category, and the Princess is well equipped in this 
respect. The flat floor of the locker is lined with carpet, 
and only the wheel arches make a slight intrusion into its 
capacity. The lid is spring-balanced, but rather too lightly, 
as it tends to drop down a little after being opened. It 
is locked by means of the ignition key, which also secures 
the front doors and fuel tank filler flap. A separate key is 
provided for the facia locker lid. 

The bonnet, with which is combined the plated front 
grille, is very heavy to lift, and its spring-loaded safety 
catch is difficult to reach. There is plenty of space in the 
engine compartment, and all units can be reached easily, 
except for the battery which is secured to the bulkhead. 

Twenty-six chassis points require lubrication every 1,000 
miles. The spare wheel changing tools are kept beneath

Metropolitan Accident Analysis 


*OME interesting facts are revealed by 
the Metropolitan Police summary of 
accidents for 1957. During the year more 
than one person in every 1,000 of the 
London population was seriously injured 
as a result of a road accident, as in the 
previous year; but in comparison with 
1956, casualties to drivers of vehicles 
decreased by 122 to 6,038. There were 
47 fewer pedestrian fatalities and 435 
fewer were injured 
The worst day of the week for casual- 
ties was Saturday, and there was an in- 
crease in the proportion of casualties at 
night. Casualties to motor cyclists in- 
creased by 12.8 per cent to 12,428. Com- 
monest driver faults (excluding motor 
cyclists) leading to accidents were cross- 
ing without due care at road junctions 
and turning right without due care. To 
these two faults together were attributed 
39.2 per cent of the total of drivers’ 
accidents 


Ross Spur—Birmingham

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Twin O.H.C. for Abarth G. T. 


HE name of Carl Abarth has come to 

the fore in recent years; starting off 
by- supplying tune-up kits, he has 
developed a lucrative business, and now 
markets a car bearing his own name but 
using Fiat-developed parts. 

Taking the Fiat 600 engine as a basis, 
the bore is increased by 1 mm to 61 mm, 
a new crankshaft increases the stroke to 
64 mm, and the capacity is thus raised to 
747 c.c.; 44 b.h.p. is developed at 6,000 
r.p.m. This unit is available as a con- 
version for the standard Fiat 600 saloon, 
but it also powers the Abarth when fitted 
with the Zagato coupé body. Ar the 
moment, this model is undergoing Road 
Test by The Autocar—it has a top 
speed of 95 m.p.h. and covers the stand- 
ing quarter-mile in 20sec; the Test will be 
published in the issue of 17 October.

developed for this Fiat-based Zagato 
coupé. The capacity is the same, with 
a compression ratio of 9.7 to 1, and it 
develops 57 b.h.p. at 6,300 r.p.m. From 
the photographs it appears that a gear 
drive is taken from the existing camshaft 
position on the front of the engine (rear 
as installed in the car). No prices have 
yet been announced, but it is understood 
from Anthony Crook Motors, Ltd., who 
are the sole British concessionaires for 
Abarth, that it will cost approximately 
£1,000 extra with purchase tax in Britain. 
The basic price of the car equipped with 
the pushrod engine is £1,498, and 
£2,248 7s with tax in England; so a total 
price of some £3,250 may be expected for 
the twin cam version. 


Air Ferry Cheaper 


EDUCTIONS of up to 25 per cent

( PENING the Commercial Motor

Watkinson made some important com-

For I am convinced, and I 
hope you will agree with me, that there 
can be few things on which money is so 
well spent from the point of view of the 
economic prosperity of this country as or 
the creation and maintenance of a firet- 
class modern highway system, on which 
the ingenuity of the designers and pro- 
ducers of the vehicles we see here today 
will not be frustrated but enhanced.” 


AMONG THE HEAVIES 


LTHOUGH the Commercial Vehicle 
£\ Show at Earls Court, London, which 
closes tomorrow, is not of immediate im- 
port to most motorists, has its interest 
especially to the technically minded, for 
many of the developments which in due 
course will be seen in private cars are first 
to be discerned in commercial vehicles 

Probably the most significant of these 
at the present show is the increasing use 
of air suspension; its value in a vehicle 
with such a wide range between laden 
and unladen weights points to its 
passenger car use, where the weight 
disparity is not so great but a smooth ride 
is of more importance 

In amenity for their crews, commercial 
vehicles naturally have tended to lag be- 
hind private cars, but there is increasing 
provision of interior heaters, and of auto- 
matic chassis lubrication. 

Radio for long-distance passenger 
coaches has been almost a standard fitting 
for years, but now it is available for the 
crews of commercial vehicles, specially 
prepared in forms which permit good 
listening in the cab of such a vehicle, and 
which enable it to be readily transferred 
from one vehicle to another 


Vauxhall’s radio receiver, produced 
primarily for the new TJ model, is appli- 
cable also throughout the Bedford range. 
It comprises a basic receiver, priced at 
£11 plus £4 lls Id tax, and supplemen- 
tary items, including loud speaker. 
mountings and the like, at £2 7s 4d plus 
19s 7d tax—a total of £18 18s for the 
complete installation. 

In commercial vehicles, it is, of course 
desirable that the loudspeaker should be 
placed close to the driver, and this is 
facilitated by mounting the speaker in a 
stout, pressed-fibre, louvred box. The 
receiver gives manual tuning on medium 
waves from 187 to 554 metres, plus fixed 
tuning of the 1,500 metres B.B.C. broad- 
casts. It has a superheterodyne circuit 
using three multiple valves, and takes 
about two amps from a twelve volt bat- 
tery. Output is 1.7 watts. 

On test, the set has been found to give 
easy and accurate tuning of many British 
and Continental stations; auality is good

SPACE-SAVING 


WORKING model of a new system 
42 of multi-storey car parking has been 
completed, and is being considered by 
private concerns and the Ministry of 
Transport for possible construction. A 
considerable space-saving on most con- 
ventional designs is achieved, since the 
need for spiral ramps, lifts, turntables and 
the usual accessories is avoided. 

Basically, it comprises 24 steel boxes, 
each to hold one car, which lie on top 
of each other in two columns of 12 each. 
As a fresh car is driven on to the conveyor 
at the bottom of either of the two columns, 
the top box slides across to the other 
column, and the entire set of 12 is moved 
up one place by a hydraulic ram, leaving 
room for the next car at the bottom. In 
practice the effect is that in accommodat- 
ing 24 cars, only two manceuvring spaces 
need to be vacant. The block is auto- 
matically controlled, and to retrieve any 
given car the attendant has only to press 
the appropriate electric switch, and the 
boxes circulate until the one required is 
at the bottom. Electric slides at top and 
bottom of the columns move the boxes 
across automatically to maintain only 12 
cars in each column. 

The working model, designed and 
made by On-Site Equipment, Ltd., was 
inspected at Cray Avenue, St. Mary Cray, 
Kent, and found to overcome the chief 
problem of bulk parking—that of the 
time delay involved in recovering awk- 
wardly situated cars. It was shown that 
the worst-placed car (at the top of the 
column) could be brought to the bottom 
within three minutes. A parking capacity 
of 2,400 cars to the acre is claimed, and 
an additional advantage of the system is 
that after the owner has driven on to the 
ramp all handling of the car is mechani- 
cal. The model comprised the steel 
framework only; in practice, the sides 
would be enclosed. It is certainly diffi- 
cult to visualize any improvement in 
space-saving over this system, which is 
similar to some used in America 
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We could now take up again the task of 
increasing investment and production, 
with the hope that this could be done 
without slipping into inflation.

Democratic Roads 


NE of the pleasures of motoring is 

the fact that the roads are prob- 
ably our most democratic institution. 
Road users regard each other purely in 
terms of skill and manners, and if there 
was an aristocracy of the roads it would 
probably be the drivers of heavy lorries. 
Nearly all the techniques by which 
masses of vehicles manage to use the 
same road have been evolved by com- 
mon custom and experience, nowadays 
adopted and given a more concrete 
form by road planners and even by 
legislation. 

Modern traffic technique, especially 
in the big cities, was fully evolved by 
drivers when the law merely provided 
for a few of us using country lanes— 
keep to the left, do not exceed 20 m.p.h. 
(the universal speed limit of more than 
a decade) and pass on the right. 

The quite complex but standardized 
code of lamp signals used by the 
“heavies” is another democratic code 
of custom. 








The pursuit of happiness 


Renewable 


PARTICULARLY interesting 
A point about the Lloyd 600 in its 
new Alexander TS version, referred to 
recently, is that many of the pressings 
for the steel structure are bolted to- 
gether, not spot-welded. 

This must surely cost more, but it 
must also simplify repair. I remember 
that when steel-shell cars first came in, 
there was a tendency for the front and 
even rear wings to be permanently 
united to the body by welding, or by 
forming part of the same pressing. 
They soon became separate again, and 
bolted on; I expect it was because in- 
surance companies liked it that way. 

There is very little difference be- 
tween an integral construction steel 
saloon of today and the models of yes- 
terday, which had the lightest of chassis 
frames bolted into unit with a strong 
steel-box body. The Ford Popular is 
almost the last survivor of this type of 
construction, On its own, and used for 
a sports two-seater version, this chassis 
would need a lot of reinforcement if it 
were to be rigid. 

Bringing so much of the steel floor- 
ing into unit, in what is sometimes 
called a “punt,” gives a stronger iob 


than a light chassis with steel floor- 
boards screwed or bolted to it. More 
than one modern steel-shell car uses the 
propeller shaft tunnel as a reinforce- 
ment. This steel punt underside of 
modern cars can be very strong. With 
very little stiffening, it allows one 
mass-produced convertible version of a 
standard steel saloon to have doors 
which will open and close neatly and 
precisely, even when opposite corners 
of the car are jacked off the ground. 
You couldn’: get that with a girder 
chassis and a coachbuilt body, unless it 
was all to be very heavy indeed 


Nervous Work 


LEARNER has passed the driv- 

ing test, but does not yet feel 
confident, and is frightened of other 
drivers: “Suppose I am suddenly in- 
vited to co-operate in some split-inch 
meeting or passing operation? There 
should be a B for Beginner plate,” he 
comments. 

In such cases it does seem proper 
to me to keep the good old L plates 
lying. It :s compulsory to wear them 
before passing, but it is not compulsory 
to remove them after the licence is 
won, and you are still nervous and 
unsure. 

When teaching a girl friend to drive, 
the sportsman wears L plates on a 
tigerish car. When he is_ himself 
driving and shooting fast gaps, he may 
take a devilish zlee in leaving on the 
learner plates and spreading terror 
and affright; this is an improper use 
of the “L.” 


Glass in the Cylinders 


OMEONE writes a comment on the 
use of silicone oil for the S.U. car- 
burettor dashpots of the much-hotted 
Aston Martin we described on August 
15; he says it might get into the engine 
and be transformed to silica, a form of 
glass, in the cylinders. Whether this 
would mean disaster, or incredibly long 
bore life, I do not know 
Actually the oil is used only on the 
dashpot spindles, and I think silicone- 
based synthetic oils have, in fact, been 
used in engines, at least experimentally, 
and that they are heat-resistant. 


Sapphires in the Sump 


NCE I read in a technical paper 

that aluminium pistons formed 
sapphires (which are a form of alumin- 
ium oxide) and that these got into the 
sump oil. Before I could worry about 
my engine life or dig out my old pros- 
pector’s kit, I read on, to find that these 
sapphires were in fact tiny beyond be- 
lief. The insulator of a sparking plug, 
appearing as porcelain to the lay eye. 
is also aluminium oxide,.and a cousin 
to the sapphire 








To prevent rough running 


Fast Idling 


OME cars have the starting provi- 
sion of a choke-jet control inter- 
linked with the ordinary throttle; in 
this way, rich mixture and fast idling 
speed are provided together. If the 
choke control is pulled out only a little 
way, however, the fast idling is ob- 
tained without the rich jet coming into 
action. Thus after starting out, the 
cunning may foil stalling at times with 
fast idling, yet avoid giving the bores 
a good wash down with wet choke 
muxture 
I like hand throttles, whether they 
are a separate control, accidentally 
provided ones such as that I have just 
mentioned, or something home-made. 
Apart from kinder cold running, they 
also provide a useful service when a car 
has a minor fault, for the tick-over 
speed can be increased to prevent stall- 
ing or rough running, unti! such time 
as the defect is righted. 


Where's the Boot? 


HEN our test Austin A.40 was 

motoring about on the weekend 
after the announcement and publication 
of descriptions, it naturally gathered a 
knot of people wherever it stopped. I 
was not surprised that the appearance 
and practical nature of the body design 
seemed to please everybody. But 
several of the humbler sort of citizen 
and motorist worried a littl about the 
capacity of the boot of this transom- 
sterned car. It is, in fact, well up to 
the general capacity of small car boots, 
as can be seen when it is apened. 

I think that poop-deck styling gives 
visual evidence of a boot below, even if 
this has a high floor and is full of wheel 
arches, spare wheel and petrol tank, 
With the A.40 the unskilled eye is apr 
to record “ No poop deck—no poop ” 

I recall an equally erroneous jump 
to a conclusion. Confronted with a 
two-pedal car at a driving school, a 
lady of my acquaintance refused to go 
out in it—she laboured under the 
monstrous misapprehension that there 
were no brakes.

SEVERITY OF ROAD SECTION 


OR the second year running Olivier 
Gendebien, driving a Ferrari 
250GT1 with Lucien Bianchi as 

co-driver, was first in the General Classi 
fication of the Grand Touring category in 
the Tour de France Automobile. After 
Claude Storez, the French Porsche driver, 
had fallen oui at the Le Mans circuit, this 
category was dominated by the Ferraris, 
which finished in the first five places. The 
smaller cars came into their own in the 
Handicap section, and Laureau and Jaeger, 
driving a D.B.-Panhard, led on handicap 
from the start. They were followed home 
by another D.B., with Gendebien doing 
very well to gain third place 

Final stages of the Tour were clouded 
by the tragic accident to Peter White- 
head’s Jaguar, which occurred on the last 
night when he and Graham were leading 
the Touring Car category. This left 
Hébert and Consten in their Alfa 
Giulietta as winners of both the General 
Classification and the Handicap section of 
the Touring Car class. Another Giulietta, 
driven by Oreiller and Masoero, was 
second in both sections, and the sole 
remaining British challenge, the 3.4 Jaguar 
of Baillie and Jopp, finished a very credit- 
able third in the General (Touring 
classification 

The Ladies’ Grand Touring Prize was 
won by Nadége Ferrier, the Swiss girl, 
driving a Porsche with an Italian girl, 
Alicia Paolazzi. Last year’s holders of 
the Ladies’ Cup, Annie Soisbault and 
Michele Cancre, finished second in their 
Triumph TR3. In the Touring Class 
only one Ladies’ team finished the course 

Mmes Archambault and Pare in their 
Giulietta. 

The Tour de France consists of two 
categories which are of equal importance 
so far as the prize money is concerned; 
these segregate Grand Touring cars from 
Series Production Touring cars, so that 
ene is not competing with the other 
There are no separate classes for different 
engine capacities as is common with the 
other rallies, but in order to give all cars 
i reasonable chance, there is, in addition 
to the General Classification, a Handicap 
which: is based on engine size. In the 
Touring category it so happened that the 
Alfa Giulietta of Hébert and Consten won 
both classes, but in the Grand Touring 
category the handicap enabled two D.B.s 
to finish ahead of Gendebien’s Ferrari, 
which was virtually the outright winner. 

[he Tour began at Nice on Sunday, 
14 September, in brilliant sunshine. 
Among the 113 starters were a handful 
of British cars and drivers—more than 
ever before, but still not enough to repre- 
sent British motor sport in this most 
gruelling of rallies. In the Touring cate- 
gory there were the Whitehead brothers, 
who had tasted the Tour de France last 
year; Tommy Sopwith, who has proved 
himself no mean track driver on English 
circuits during the current season; and 
Sir Gawaine Baillie had taken with him 
as co-driver Peter Jopp, who had also 
seen something of the Tour last year. All 
were driving 3.4 Jaguars and, between 
them, they stood a very reasonable chance 
of winning the Touring category. 

In the Grand Touring class were two 
Lotuses driven by Hicks and Piper, and

one driven by the French rally driver, 
Georges Houel, with Les Leston. There 
was also a very interesting entry from 
Donald Bennett—the latest version of the 
Fairthorpe. Lewis-Evans was co-driving 
with José Behra in a Porsche. 

Miss Annie Soisbault, who won the 
Ladies’ Prize last year, remained faithful 
to her Triumph TR3 and this year was 
joined by an Australian journalist, D 
McKay, in a car of the same type. 

The first two tests were both hill-climbs 
—La Turbie, well known to Monte Carlo 
rally drivers, and then during the night 
Mont Revard, close to Aix-les-Bains. As 

result of these first two tests, the 
supremacy in the Grand Touring category 
of Gendebien and his Ferrari began to be 
obvious, although Storez, now reunited 
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with Buchet in his Porsche Carrera, was 
pressing Gendebien very closely. In the 
Touring class, the 3.4 Jaguar entered by 
the Frenchmen Chavy and le Guezec came 
to the top of the category, though the 
very potent Giulietta of Consten was not 
far behind. 

After Mont Revard, the first of the 
retirements became known, and these in- 
cluded Hicks’ Lotus, with engine trouble. 

By the time the cars arrived at Rheims 
on Monday morning, at least ten had 
fallen out, and the twelve laps of the 
Rheims circuit accounted for ten more, 
including the French-entered Jaguar and 
what was by now the last of the Lotuses 
Gendebien maintained his lead in the 
Grand Touring category, but even on the 
fast Rheims circuit Storez proved so 

peedy that he finished in front of such 
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well-known racing drivers as Harry Schell 
and Maurice Trintignant, in spite of the 
greater power of their Ferraris. Sopwith 
drove magnificently in his Jaguar and, as 
a result, took the lead in the Touring class, 
with the Whiteheads second 

The road section continued through 
northern France to Le Touquet where, 
after a thousand miles of motoring, the 
competitors had their first night’s rest. The 
roads between Rheims and Le Touquet 
were crowded with enthusiastic spectators, 
and their co-operation at road junctions 
and in the large towns made navigation 
unnecessary. It was on entering Le 
Touquet that British hopes suffered a 
crushing blow when Tommy Sopwith’s 
car came into collision with a local taxi 
Sopwith explained that he was a bit

pressed, but the taxi-driver complained 
that his car was a bit squashed and in- 
sisted on waiting for a policeman. The 
resulting delay meant that Sopwith was 
too late at the Le Touquet control and 
was, therefore, out of the rally. 

The weather at Rheims had not been 
too kind, but Tuesday morning dawned 
gloriously as the 80-odd remaining com- 
petitors (113 started the rally) set out for 
the Circuit des Essarts at Rouen. On this 
twisty and difficult track, Gendebien once 
again proved himself the master; Storez 
did not seem quite as at home as on the 
previous tests, and he was beaten into 
fourth place by the Ferraris of Trintignant 
and da Silva-Ramos. 

In the absence of Tommy Sopwith, 
Peter Whitehead had taken the lead in the 
Touring class and he was expected to con- 
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The victorious Gendebien and Bianchi driving their Ferrari 250 G.T. up the La Turbie hill-climb in 
fastest time in this test as he did in seven out of the nine special 


firm this on the circuit, but unfortunately 
his twin carburettors went out of adjust- 
ment; his enforced stop to correct this 
enabled four of the Giuliettas to finish the 
peed test in front of him, and so he 
dropped to third place overall. So far as 
the Handicap was concerned, the picture 
remained the same, with Laureau in his 
D.B.-Panhard leading Storez in the Grand 
Touring, and Hébert and Consten com- 
fortably leading in the Touring category. 

Rouen over, the cars headed westwards 
through Normandy and Brittany, with 
every expectation of fog to make the road 
sections more difficult. Fog there was, 
though not enough to be embarrassing to 
British eyes, but this section produced a 
few retirements including, unfortunately, 
the very gallant Fairthorpe of Donald 
Bennett and Riley which, having already 
overcome a cracked frame, finally lost its 
dynamo and had to be navigated to the 
nearest town by means of hand torches 

Dawn found the cars heading eastwards 
again for Le Mans, and soon after mid- 
day the survivors had reported at the Le 
Mans control, snatched an hour’s rest in 
their hotels, and then paraded again for 
ten laps of the famous 24-hour circuit, the 
Touring cars to drive in the last of the 
daylight, and the Grand Touring in all 
the magnificence of head iamps 

French hopes suffered their biggest 
blow when Storez stopped his Porsche 
after one lap because of valve trouble 
Storez, who was perhaps the only com- 
petitor who could seriously have chal- 
lenged Gendebien in the Grand Touring 
category, retired, and not content with 
withdrawing from the Tour, he announced 
his retirement from rally driving com- 
pletely. 

Gendebien continued his triumphant 
way, gaining 37sec over Trintignant in 
the 134 km of this speed event. The White- 


heads had now cured the carburettor 
trouble and, what is more, had found 
some more horses by correcting the 


automatic advance and retard of the dis- 
tributor. Peter Jopp, driving Baillie’s 
Jaguar, finished second to the younger of 
the Whitehead brothers, some 20sec be- 
hind. As a result, the Whiteheads re- 
gained the lead in the Touring class, and 
Baillie and Jopp came up to third place

It does not really matter 
He had clearly won the Grand Touring 
category and for the second year in suc- 
cession—a great driver in a great car 

What are the lessons to be learnt from 
this type of rally? First, that in Britain 
we do not possess any Grand Touring 
cars to compete with the Ferrari at one 
end of the scale, or the D.B.s at the other, 
or even the Porsche in the middle. In 
Series Production Touring cars, however, 
we have in the Jaguar 34 a car which is 
capable of winning this type of event in 
spite of its weight handicap 

If it had not been for the minor acci- 
dent at Le Touquet and the major acci- 
dent in the Cevennes, either Sopwith or 
the Whiteheads could have brought a 
British car into first place in this category; 
and what could have been done this year, 
can be done next; let us hope it will be

Take a common case—a vehicle doing 40 m.p.h. being overtal 
at 60 m.p.h., with another car approaching at 60 m.p.h 
distance required to pass and return to own side without cutting- 
in is about 200 ft; relative passing speed is 20 m.p.h.; time re 
quired, about 10 seconds; distance actually covered during over- 
taking (10 sec at 60 m.p.h.), about 800 ft; during this 10 sec the 
ipproaching car, at its 60 m.p.h., also covers 800 ft; allowing

of the exercise, as iar as I was concerned, was to construct a 
mobile museum for the engine, whicn I regarded as of a very 
advanced design for its age, and the 8-litre chassis seemed to 
be about the only one to provide a suitable basis for my endea- 
vours.

Choice of Oils 
Experiences with Morris and Ford. Having read the corres 
pondence, and particularly Mr. Stevens’ letter (12 September 
my own experiences might be of interest. After covering about 
15,000 miles in my 1954 Morris Minor, I changed to a constant 
viscosity, detergent oil, When I parted with this car some 9,000 
miles later, I had experienced no trouble, and oil consumption 
vas about 1,500 miles per pint 

I then changed to a Ford Prefect, which had done 5,000 mile 
before coming into my possession. Immediately I changed the 
oil in favour of that which I had used in the Morris Minor. The 
ir is now 3} years old, and the total mileage is 36,000. The 
ngine was decarbonized at 28,000 miles, when there was no 
ippreciable cylinder bore wear. The consumption is about 1,400 
miles per pint. I have had no mechanical trouble and the engine 

little noisier than originally 

Advantages in starting from cold are considerable; there is, of 

urse, no provision for a starting handle, and the original battery 

performing as well as when new. My motoring is very mixed, 
vith a considerable number of short journeys when normal run 
ning temperature is never reached, otherwise I indulge in fairly 
rapid motoring 

Regarding the question of excessive camshaft wear, a well 
recognized problem with detergent oils, the one I have been 
using contains a camshaft wear inhibitor
